feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

"adjustable strap and accompanying hardware", "a hinge pin on 90 degree angle", "slot", 
and "lock in" in claim 6. Neither the specification nor the drawings show the claimed 
features and details to support the claims, and understand the invention. 

Further, each claimed element described in the specification should be provided 
with a numeral corresponding to the numerals assigned to the element in the drawings. 
See cited references for example. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed).
